Gentlemen, 

Once  more  I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my 
Annual  Keport  for  the  year  1904,  which,  I  trust,  may 
meet  with  your  approval. 

From  a  death  rate  point  of  view,  the  past  year 
may  be  regarded  as  satisfactory,  the  total  number  of 
deaths  being  only  122 — 12  less  than  last  year. 

The  great  increase  in  the  number  of  Notifiable 
Infectious  Diseases,  from  59  in  1905,  to  157  in  1901,  is 
somewhat  startling.  This  increase,  however,  is  entirely 
due  to  an  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  your  District. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-seven  cases  were  reported  to 
me,  about  a  hundred  of  which  were  in  the  Parish  of 
Farcet.  Apart  from  the  loss  from  an  Educational  point 
of  view,  due  to  the  closing  of  the  Schools,  this  epidemic 
need  not  be  regarded  as  a  serious  matter.  It  is  well 
known  that,  as  a  general  rule,  one  attack  either  prevents 
or  favourably  modifies  a  second.  The  type  of  this  fever 
was  a  mild  one.  and  it  must  be  gratifying  to  your  Board 
that  no  death  took  place.  This  fact  speaks  volumes  for 
the  success  of  the  old  system  of  treating  patients  in 
their  homes. 
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Probably,  had  these  cases  been  sent  to  the 
Sanatorium,  the  death  rate  would  have  been  equally 
satisfactory,  but  could  not  have  been  better.  But  what 
of  the  expense  had  they  been  sent?  Tbis  is  a  question 
of  the  greatest  importance  to  the  ratepayers. 

There  are  a  few  Bural  Districts  where  Sanatoria 
have  been  built  at  considerable  expense,  that  are  not 
only  useless,  but  a  heavy  drain  on  the  financial  resources 
of  the  communities. 

Under  the  circumstances,  past  and  present,  there 
are  many  reasons  for  congratulating  yourselves  that  you 
have  no  “wdiite  elephant”  of  this  nature  on  your  hands. 

Death  Rate  (see  Table  I.) 

Total  Deaths,  122.  Estimated  population,  11,000, 
showing  the  low  per  centage  of  11  '09  per  1,000 — the 
record  for  at  least  eight  years. 


Infantile  Mortality. —  Under  the  age  of  one  year  38 
children  died,  being  123  7  per  1,000  births.  Under  the 
age  of  five  years  51  died.

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MEANS  OF  PREVENTION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


The  usual  measures  were  carefully  and  thoroughly 
carried  out  by  your  excellent  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr. 
Whittaker,  so  far  as  the  laws  permit. 

The  experiences  of  the  last  two  or  three  years, 
when  taken  into  critical  consideration,  go  far  to  demon¬ 
strate  the  difficulties  there  are  to  contend  with,  in 
regard  to  the  thorough  stamping  out  of  Infectious 
Disease,  with  the  law  power  at  our  command  at  present. 
There  are  many  Authorities  who  maintain  that  closing 
the  Schools  does  no  good,  while  many  others  hold  the 
opposite  opinion.  I  know  there  are  many  Members  of 
your  Board  who  hold  similar  negative  views  with  myself, 
and  who  deplore  the  serious  interference  with  Education 
the  School  closing  necessitates.  An  experience  of  over 
30  years  has  taught  me  that  one  or  other  of  what  are 
termed  infantile  diseases,  such  as  Measles,  Scarlet  Fever, 
Whooping  Cough,  Diphtheria,  and  Chicken  Pox,  is 
almost  always  to  be  found  where  there  is  a  population  of 
a  few  thousand  people.  Seeing  that  School  closing  is  a 
measure  of  questionable  advantage  from  a  preventive 
point  of  view,  and  a  decided  disadvantage  from  an 
educational  point  of  view,  I  would  suggest  that  this 
mode  of  questionable  benefit  be  discarded,  and  other 
measures  of  known  advantage  extended  and  improved 
upon. 


It  is  a  maxim  of  general  acceptation  that  prevention 
is  better  than  cure,  and  there  are  good  reasons  for 
believing  that  a  great  amount  of  disease  can  be  pre¬ 
vented,  and  if  not  prevented,  that  can  be  favourably 
modified  by  dealing  with  the  cases  at  an  early  stage  of 
the  disease. 


No  better  lesson  in  the  way  of  prevention  can  be 
shown  than  the  success  of  our  quarantine  measures  in 
keeping  Oriental  Cholera  from  our  shores.  The  great 
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strides  that  sanitation  has  made  during  the  last  30  years 
have  greatly  reduced  the  death  rate,  and  improved  the 
standard  of  health  in  the  world  generally.  Good  food 
and  drink,  warm  and  clean  clothing,  fresh  air,  sunshine, 
and  general  cleanliness  all  assist  in  strengthening  the 
body,  thus  enabling  it  to  resist  disease.  A  well  fed, 
well  clad  person,  is  less  liable  to  disease  than  one  who  is 
not  so,  and  he  is  better  able  to  combat,  and  recover 
from,  disease  should  he  become  infected. 

Although,  as  a  nation,  we  are  gradually  becoming 
imbued  with  the  idea  that  compulsory  education  is  an 
injustice  to  children  who  are  neither  well  fed  nor 
sufficiently  clothed,  yet,  locally,  this  question  has  not 
reached  the  position  of  practical  politics.  The  question 
however  of  Medical  supervision  of  Schools  has  reached 
this  point.  I  am  fully  convinced  that  the  regular 
examination  of  school  children,  by  a  properly  qualified 
Medical  Practitioner,  would  do  more  to  prevent  disease 
than  any  other  prophylactic  measure  yet  introduced. 
It  is  not  necessary  in  this  Report  to  enter  into  this 
question  more  fully,  but  it  is  a  subject  well  worthy  of 
your  consideration. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  public  have  a  right  to  demand  a  full  supply  of 
wholesome  water,  within  easy  reach,  if  it  can  be 
obtained. 

Fletton,  Stanground,  Woodstone,  and  Orton 
Longue ville  are  now  supplied  with  good  and  wholesome 
water. 

I  hear  of  no  complaints  regarding  water  supply  in 
the  villages  of  Orton  Waterville,  Alwalton,  Chesterton, 
and  Water  Newton.  The  villages  in  the  Sub- District 
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of  Stilton  appear  to  be  fairly  well  supplied.  Stilton 
itself  is  famed  for  the  excellent  quality  of  its  water.  As 
to  quantity,  however,  although  the  public  well  has 
never,  to  my  knowledge,  actually  run  dry,  there  have 
been  times  when  it  has  threatened  to  do  so,  and  had  to 
be  protected  somewhat  from  aliens . 

The  supply  at  Holme  has  been  much  improved,  and 
now  this  lovely  little  village  can  boast  of  being  ‘  c  up-to- 
date  ”  as  regards  Sanitation  and  Hygiene. 

The  water  supply  in  your  Farcet  Sub-District 
demands  your  serious  consideration.  At  present  it  is 
far  from  satisfactory — particularly  in  Farcet.  The  wells 
are  mostly  surface  ones,  and  consequently  more  or  less 
polluted  with  organic  matter. 

Yaxley  is  much  in  a  similar  condition,  so  far  as  the 
old  and  low  lying  part  of  the  town  is  concerned  ;  but 
there  are  now  a  great  number  of  new  houses  on  the 
Broadway  which  require  a  better  water  supply. 

There  can  be  little  or  no  difficulty  in  obtaining 
sufficient  water  to  supply  the  requirements  of  Farcet 
and  Yaxley  without  going  far-a-field  for  it. 


SEWERAGE  ARD  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 


The  good  work  of  connecting  houses  with  the  main 
sewer  in  the  Parishes  of  Stanground,  Fletton,  and 
Woodstone,  has  made  considerable  and  satisfactory 
progress  during  the  year  (see  Beport  of  your  Sanitary 
Inspector). 


Boad  rakings  have  not  been  permitted  to  remain  so 
long  by  the  road  sides  as  in  former  years.  The  roads 
generally  have  been  considerably  improved  since  last 
Beport. 
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The  main  sewer  in  Farcet  discharges  into  the  river 
as  before.  The  outlet  is  in  the  same  defective  condition, 
and  is  decidedly  offensive,  as  formerly  reported. 

At  St.  Margaret’s  Boac!  the  disposal  of  Sewage  is 
not  yet  all  it  should  be.  People  often  complain  of  the 
unpleasant  odours  arising  from  the  pond  towards  the 
right  going  to  Stanground,  as  well  as  from  Fletton 
Spring,  beyond  the  houses.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that 
there  should  be  anything  to  detract  from  the  great 
improvement  during  the  year  of  the  Love  Lane  Load. 

The  pond  should  be  filled  up,  and  the  Sewage  from 
St.  Margaret’s  Load  conducted  into  the  main  sewer. 


REMOVAL  OF  REFUSE. 

This  is  attended  to  in  the  usual  way  throughout  the 
District,  and  year  by  year  in  a  more  thorough  manner 
(see  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Deport). 


POLLUTION  OF  STREAMS  AND  WATERCOURSES. 

So  far  as  the  river  (or  lode)  at  Yaxley  and  Farcet 
is  concerned,  pollution  continues  as  formerly. 

There  is,  however,  decided  improvements  in  Love 
Lane  Brook  and  Stanground  Lode.  The  more  offensive 
part  of  the  former  has  been  covered  in  in  a  thoroughly 
satisfactory  way. 

The  latter  could  be  further  improved  at  little 
expense  by  removing  the  pots  and  pans  and  other 
rubbish  which  have  been  thrown  into  it. 


HOUSE  SANITATION. 

There  is  not  much  to  find  fault  with  regarding 
House  Sanitation. 
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Many  houses  are  new  and  provided  with  modern 
requirements  respecting  drainage,  closets,  ventilation, 
etc. 

Poor  though  they  be,  the  wives  of  the  workmen,  as 
a  rule,  are  cleanly  in  their  habits,  and  vie  with  each 
other  in  keeping  their  homes  clean  and  comfortable. 


CONCLUSION. 

It  is  now  about  12  years  since  you  honoured  me  by 
appointing  me  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the 
District  you  represent.  During  these  years  there  has 
not  been  an  unpleasant  or  jarring  word  between  us. 

At  this  historical  point,  when  your  Council  divides 
and  the  populous  Sub-District  of  Fletton  takes  on  Urban 
powers  and  bids  its  parent  farewell,  I  take  the  opportunity 
of  thanking  you  for  the  kindness  you  have  shown  to  me, 
and  the  patience  you  have  exercised  towards  my  faults 
and  failings. 

A  glance  back  on  the  work  you  have  accomplished 
during  the  past  decade  will  show  the  great  amount  of 
substantial  and  beneficial  improvements  you  have  made 
all  over  the  District. 

The  greatest  of  these  is  the  Sewerage  Works  for 
the  Fletton  Sub-District.  The  diminished  death  rate, 
for  the  three  years  it  has  been  in  operation,  is  sufficient 
to  prove  its  value  and  justify  its  cost. 

Water,  pure  and  wholesome,  has  been  supplied  to 
Orton  Longueville,  Woodstone,  Fletton,  and  Stanground. 
The  supply  to  Folks  worth  and  Holme  has  also  been 
improved. 

New  roads  have  been  made  and  old  ones  improved. 
Everyone  is  delighted  at  the  ‘ c  transformation  scene”  so 
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successfully  carried  out  in  Love  Lane.  Similar  improve¬ 
ments  have  been  made  in  Cemetery  Load  (Woodstone), 
Ayres’  Low  (Stanground),  Main  Street  (Yaxley),  as 
well  as  Queen’s  Load,  Princes  Load,  Fellowes’  Load, 
and  King’s  Load  (Fletton).

The  number  of  houses  connected  to  the  sewers  in 
the  parishes  of  Stanground,  Woodstone,  and  Fletton, 
during  this  period,  was  96. 

The  number  of  notices  served  to  connect  to  sewers 
was  26. 

The  number  of  plans  deposited  under  the  bye-laws 
was  32. 

The  number  of  closet  pans  emptied  was  9,860,  at  a 
cost  of  £102  14s.  2d. 

There  is  a  marked  improvement  in  the  condition  of 
some  of  the  cottage  property  in  Stanground  and  Wood- 
stone,  since  the  periodical  removal  of  house  refuse 
undertaken  by  the  District  Council. 

The  cost  of  removal  of  refuse  in  the  three  parishes 
of  Fletton,  Woodstone,  and  Stanground,  for  the  past 
year,  was  £94  11s.  Od. 

The  number  of  Infectious  cases  notified  to  me  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  120,  and  considerable 
attention  to  these  cases  has  been  required  in  enquiries 
and  disinfection.

This  state  of  affairs  has  been  allowed  to 
continue  pending  the  approval  of  a  loan  application  made 
to  the  Local  Government  Board  some  months  since  for 
the  construction  of  a  new  sewer,  but  up  to  this  date  no 
sanction  has  been  received.  The  construction  of  this 
sewer  is  now  urgently  needed,  and  ought  to  be 
immediately  proceeded  with. 

The  Sanitary  condition  of  Princes  Road,  Fellowes’ 
Road,  and  Queen’s  Road  is  now  greatly  improved  since 
the  making  up  of  these  roads  under  the  Private  Streets 
Works  Act.  St.  Margaret’s  Road  still  remains,  however, 
in  a  disgraceful  condition,  but  unfortunately  cannot  be 
made  good  under  the  Order  of  the  Local  Government 
Board  until  it  is  sewered.
